Home Demonstration work was 
started in Hempstead County in 
1916. 
Miss Douphine Kapp served 


as the first Home Demonstration 
Agent. The following -wns taken 
from report of Mrs. Riley Lewal- 
len, who had a daughter in 4-H 
Club work. 


"My first experience with club 
work was in 1917 when my daugh- 
ter was a member of the 4-H Club 
at Green Lasetcr. At that time 
people did not want the Home De- 
monstration Agent to hold meetings 
in their homes. They seemed to not 
understand that they wanted to help 
them so my door was always open 
for them to give demonstrations. 
It was then I really learned to can. 
I was like the colored women who 
said, "I know how lo can and 
make jelly but when they gave a 
few demonstrations, I said I never 
did can." 


The first Home Demonstration 
Clubs were organized in Hemp- 
stead County in 1924 by Mrs. Ida 
Fenton at that time there were only 
seven clubs with a total enrollment 
of 105 members. Home Canning 
was the main project taught to the 
club women. In 1927-28 the first 
steam 
pressure 
cookers 
were 
bought and meat canning was in- 
troduced by Miss Mary Beuchley, 
agent. At this time the Home De- 
monstration Club women 
starled 
serving as 
home 


betler homework. 
demonstration 


Demonstration in many phases of 
home making 
meetings. 
were given at the 


In 1934 at the August meeting of 


the County Council of home dem- 
onstration clubs Hempstead County 
Clubs affiliated with the State Home 
Demonstration Council. Miss Helen 
Griffin was serving as 
Home De- 
monslralion Agent at that time. 
The work continued to grow and 
opened to all sections of the county. 


During 1936-39 Miss Melba Bull- 


ington served as Home Demonstra- 


tion Agent. Many Home Demonstra- 
tion Clubs were organized and the 
work continued to grow rapidly 
reaching a high penk. In 1939 Miss 
Mary Claude 
Flclcher 
became 


agent and reports showed a total 
of 30 Home Demonstration Clubs 
organized with an enrollment of 961 
members. The surplus cotton matt- 
resses making program 
received 


a great part of the Home Demon- 
stration Agent's lime and records 
show 3500 maUrcsscs were made 
by the rural women of Ihe county. 
Better home work and all other 
phases of home making continued 
to grow and spread. 


In 1944 Miss Cora Lee Westbrook 


was 
made 
Home Demonstration 


Agent. Improvement in the cffec- 
lions of Extension teachings had 
increased rapidly during Ihe lasl 
few years 'due lo better under- 
standing of farm folks. The farm 
women have learned to rely on the 
practices taught them at Homiy 
Demonstration meetings. The Coun- 
ty Home Demonstration Council ad- 
visory board, composed of officers 
of 'each Home Demonstration Club 
meets with the agent and helps 
plan the work of Ihe County in- 
cluding the Council meetings. The 
Agriculture planning committee has 
also been a help. This committee 
is made up of men and women from 
each neighborhood in the county. 
The various phases of home making

fields of home making the last few 
years has been refinishing furni-

Finds Life Too 
Complex, May 
Have Ended It 


New York, May 6 — (UP) —Po- 


lice reconstructed today the final 
hours of Murray Churchill McNab, 
38, brilliant Canadian chemist, who 
chose an experiment in death be- 
cause he found life to co'mplex. 


They found his body in a glass 


enclosed experimental gas cham- 
ber, Iwo feet wide, 10 feet long 
and five feet high. 


On a table outside was a three 
page note, an almost empty whis- 
key bottle and five cigaret butts. 
"This is my last 
experiment," 


the note said, "and it is in self de- 
struction." 


While Manhattan's night life rev- 
iled below him Saturday night, 
VIcNab sat alone in a lilth floor 
aboratory, pondering over science, 
hilosophy and God. 
When he reached his decision, 


le recorded his deliberations with 
o the anti-social side, 
he odor of lluminatlng gas offend- 
ed him, he methodically rendered 
t odorless, lay down in the 
gas 
chamber and died. 


McNab had a bachelor's alul a 
master's degree from Queens Uni- 
versity, Kingston, Ont. H; got 
a 


doctor's degree in chemistry at the 
University of Chicago. 
He 
had 


taught in an agriculture college at 
Guleph, Ont., until 
last 
March, 
when, leaving his wife in Kingston, 
he came to New York City anc 
joined 
a 
commercial 
chemica" 


firm. His family said he had been 
in ill health. 


Saturday night he went to the 
laboratory, telling the N-egro ele 
vator operator, Harry Jones, 
he 


would be inside about 20 minutes 


As the elevator descended, 
he 


found he had forgotten his key. He 
broke the glass in the door and en 
tered. He took the whiskey bottle 
from his coat pocket, and set it on 
the table. Then he smoked a cig 
aret. He took a drink and smokec 
another cigaret. 


In the early morning he began to 
write. 


"This is my last experiment,' 


his note said. "I believe that it is 
advisable if one's inclinations leac 
to the ant-spcial side." 


The conflict botween philosophy 


and Christianity troubled McNab 
"I think Spinoza told the work 


more- than Christ did, although 
Christ's message was more funda 
mental," he wrote. 


Then he wondered 
about 
th 
hereafter. He smoked another cig 
aret. 


"Enticing as personal immortal 


ity sounds, I hope for oblivion," hi 
wrote. "The worst they can do fo 
one in this world is to'hang you 
and if there is any eternal tormen 
worse than mine I'll hav-e to 
b 
shown.' 


"I don't know if it is of much 
importance but feel that the only 
method of dying without pain is 
to use carbon monoxide. 
"To. get a supply I am passing 


city gas through concentrated sul- 
phuric acid to delete the mercap- 
tan odor." 


Again the problem of religion 


bothered him. McNab deliberated, 
then he wrote:
